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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed on 12/22/2006. 

2. Claims 1-29 are cancelled and claims 30-53 are added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 9 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 30-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable 

over Mitsugi (U.S. Pat. No. 5,353,023) in view of Kakihara et al (U.S. Pat. No. 
6,959,282). 

As per claims 30-38 Mitsugi substantially discloses a car (or object) 
navigation system that is adapted to be installed on a car for estimating a 
location of the car or object, detecting occuttence of an accident and performing 
communication data, a location unit for generating car location (or object 
location) (which is seen to read as Applicant's claimed invention wherein said wireless 
communications system on the location of the mobile computing device, the system 
comprising: 
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A mobile computing device (or car navigation device) including a wireless 
transceiver configured to provide wireless communication, a location circuit configured 
to provide location data based on the location of the mobile computing device, and a 
data processor configured to receive the location data (see., abstract, col 1, lines 44-68, 
col 2, lines 37-48, col 3, lines 43-68, col 4, lines 41-54, figs 1A-3). 

Mitsugi fails to explicitly disclose wherein said the pricing system configured to 
price or sell the insurance product (or company), based on the data (or based on 
the location of the object or car). 

However, Kakihara discloses a toll (or price) collection arrangement based on 
the position and travel of a vehicle. A charging information for the vehicle is created 
based on the position of a moving body as well as buffer areas and map information, 
then even if there are detection errors in the detection of the position of the vehicle 
(see., abstract, col 2, lines 42-62). Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the navigation 
system for cars of Mitsugi by including an insurance product or company that is 
connected to the navigation system as taught by Kakihara Murakami since it is an 
alternate means for acquiring insurance information about the location of a car/object. 

As per claim 34 Mitsugi discloses a car (or object) navigation system that is 
adapted to be installed on a car for estimating a location of the car or object, 
detecting occuttence of an accident and performing communication data, a 
location unit for generating car location. Therefore, the navigation system of 
Misugi is capable of providing a weather condition. 
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As per claims 39-53 Mitsugi substantially discloses a car (or object) 
navigation method that is adapted to be installed on a car for estimating a 
location of the car or object, detecting occuttence of an accident and performing 
communication data, a location unit for generating car location (or object 
location) (which is seen to read as Applicant's claimed invention wherein said wireless 
communications system on the location of the mobile computing device, the system 
comprising: 

A mobile computing device (or car navigation device) including a wireless 
transceiver configured to provide wireless communication, a location circuit configured 
to provide location data based on the location of the mobile computing device, and a 
data processor configured to receive the location data (see., abstract, col 1, lines 44-68, 
col 2, lines 37-48, col 3, lines 43-68, col 4, lines 41-54, figs 1A-3). 

Mitsugi fails to explicitly disclose wherein said the pricing method configured 
to price or sell the insurance product (or company), based on the data (or based 
on the location of the object or car). 

However, Kakihara discloses a toll (or price) collection arrangement based on 
the position and travel of a vehicle. A charging information for the vehicle is created 
based on the position of a moving body as well as buffer areas and map information, 
then even if there are detection errors in the detection of the position of the vehicle 
(see., abstract, col 2, lines 42-62).

As per claim 42 Mitsugi discloses a car (or object) navigation method that 
is adapted to be installed on a car for estimating a location of the car or object, 
detecting occuttence of an accident and performing communication data, a 
location unit for generating car location. Therefore, the navigation system of 
Misugi is capable of providing a weather condition. 

RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 

5. Applicant's arguments filed on 12/22/2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Necessitated by amendment. 

REMARKS 

6. In response to Applicant's arguments filed on 12/22/2006, Applicant's argues 
that neither reference discloses or suggests a system/method for pricing a product 
based on the location of the mobile computing device. However, the Examiner 
respectfully disagrees with this assertion because Mitsugi fails to explicitly disclose 
wherein said the pricing method configured to price or sell the product (or 
company), based on the data (or based on the location of the object or car or 
computing device). 
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Kakihara discloses a toll (or price) collection arrangement based on the 
position and travel of a vehicle. A charging information for the vehicle is created based 
on the position of a moving body as well as buffer areas and map information, then 
even if there are detection errors in the detection of the position of the vehicle (see., 
abstract, col 2, lines 42-62). Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the navigation 
system for cars of Mitsugi by including an insurance product or company that is 
connected to the navigation system as taught by Kakihara Murakami since it is an 
alternate means for acquiring insurance information about the location of a car/object.
